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SCHOLARSHIPS  AWARDED  BY  COMPETITIVE  EXAMINATION 

This  circular  indicates  the  various  scholarships 
awarded  by  the  University  of  Illinois  on  the  basis  of 
competitive  examination.  The  examinations  are  con- 
ducted annually  on  the  last  Saturday  in  March,  in 
each  county  in  the  state,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools.

COUNTY   SCHOLARSHIPS 

An  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  which  is  embodied  in  the  General  School  Law, 
provides  as  follows: 

Numbers  indicate  chapter,  section,  and  paragraphs 
of  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes  — 1961. 

Chapter  122,  Section  30  —  6.  There  shall  be 
awarded  annually  to  each  county  1  scholarship  which 
shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  gratuitious  instruction 
in  the  University  of  Illinois  for  a  period  of  four  years. 

Chapter  122,  Section  30  —  7.  The  county  superin- 
tendent shall  receive  and  register  the  names  of  all 
applicants  for  the  scholarships  prescribed  in  Section 
30  —  6.  He  shall  hold  an  examination  on  the  last 
Saturday  of  March  of  each  year  according  to  rules 
prescribed  by  the  president  of  the  University  of  Illinois, 
and  the  student  found  to  possess  the  highest  qualifica- 
tions shall  be  entitled  to  such  scholarship.  Every  appli- 
cant shall  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  and  a  resident 
of  the  county  in  which  the  examination  is  held.  No 
student  who  has  taken  normal  school,  college,  univer- 
sity or  other  training  in  advance  of  the  completion  of  a 
four-year  high  school  course  of  study  shall  he  eligible  to 
the  examination. 

Chapter  122,  Section  30  —  8.  The  county  super- 
intendent shall  return  to  the  president  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  within  10  days  after  the  examination 
prescribed  in  Section  30  —  7  a  list  of  the  names  of  all 
examinees,  and  the  examination  papers.  The  examina- 
tion papers  shall  be  graded  by  the  university.  The 
president  of  the  University  shall  issue  to  the  applicant 
establishing  the  highest  average  grade  of  at  least  70 
per  cent  in  each  county  in  such  examination  a  certifi- 
cate of  scholarship.  If  no  return  is  made  from  a  county 
or  no  applicant  from  a  county  establishes  an  average 
grade  of  at  least  70  per  cent  in  the  examination,  the 
president  of  the  University  may  assign  to  that  county 
from  some  other  county  the  student  found  to  possess  the 
next  highest  qualifications  and  to  have  averaged  at  least 
70  per  cent  in  the  examination. 

(Chapter  122,  Section  30  —  9-12.  Provide  for  the 
establishment  of  additional  scholarships,  to  be  assigned, 
upon  the  nomination  of  members  of  the  General 
Assembly. ) 

Chapter  122,  Section  30 — 13.  Any  University  of 
Illinois  scholarship  issued  under  this  Article  shall  ex- 
empt the  holder  from  the  payment  of  tuition,  or  any 
matriculation,  term  or  incidental  fee.  The  holder  shall, 
however,  be  subject  to  all  examinations,  rules  and  re- 


quirements  of  the  school  authorities  except  as  herein 
directed.  This  Article  does  not  prohibit  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois  from  granting 
other  scholarships. 

Chapter  122,  Section  30 — 14.  Any  student  en- 
rolled in  a  university  to  which  he  is  holding  a  scholar- 
ship issued  under  this  Article  who  satisfies  the  president 
of  the  university  or  someone  designated  by  him,  that  he 
requires  leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose  of  earning 
funds  to  defray  his  expenses  while  in  attendance  or  on 
account  of  illness  or  military  service  may  be  granted 
such  leave  and  allowed  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  6 
years  in  which  to  complete  his  course  at  the  university. 
The  university  shall  notify  the  county  superintendent  of 
the  county  from  which  the  scholarship  was  issued  of 
the  granting  of  the  leave.  Time  spent  in  the  armed 
forces  shall  not  be  part  of  the  6  years. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  CHILDREN  OF  WAR  VETERANS 

An  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  provides  as  follows: 

Numbers  indicate  chapter,  section,  and  paragraphs 
of  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes  —  1961. 

Chapter  144,  Section  30.  Each  county  shall  be 
entitled,  annually,  to  one  honorary  scholarship  in  the 
University,  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  persons 
who  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
during  the  Civil  War,  World  War  I,  or  any  time  be- 
tween September  16,  1940,  and  the  termination  of 
World  War  II,  or  any  time  during  the  national  emer- 
gency between  June  25,  1950,  and  January  31,  1955, 
preference  being  given  to  the  children  of  such  persons 
as  are  deceased  or  disabled.  The  board  of  trustees 
may,  from  time  to  time,  add  to  the  number  of  honorary 
scholarships  when  in  their  judgment,  such  additions 
will  not  embarrass  the  finances  of  the  University;  nor 
need  these  additions  be  confined  to  the  descendants  of 
soldiers  and  seamen.  Such  scholarships  shall  be  granted 
to  such  pupils  as  shall,  upon  public  examination,  con- 
ducted as  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  University  may 
determine,  be  decided  to  have  attained  the  greatest  pro- 
ficiency in  the  branches  of  learning  usually  taught  in 
the  secondary  schools,  and  who  shall  be  of  good  moral 
character,  and  not  less  than  15  years  of  age.  Such 
pupils,  so  selected,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  without 
charge  for  tuition,  instruction  in  any  or  all  departments 
of  the  University  for  a  term  of  at  least  4  consecutive 
years.    Such  pupils  shall  conform,  in  all  respects,  to  the 


rules  and  regulations  of  the  University,  established  for 
the  government  of  the  pupils  in  attendance. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  IN  AGRICULTURE  AND  HOME  ECONOMICS 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  established  one  scholar- 
ship in  Agriculture  and  one  scholarship  in  Home 
Economics  for  each  county  in  the  state.  The  scholar- 
ships are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  the  competitive  ex- 
amination described  in  this  circular.  Each  scholarship 
exempts  the  holder  from  the  payment  of  the  tuition 
fee  in  the  course  indicated  in  the  title  of  the  scholar- 
ship for  a  period  of  four  years,  subject  to  a  satisfactory 
record  by  the  holder.  Further  information  about  these 
scholarships  is  given  in  a  separate  circular. 

ADDITIONAL  SCHOLARSHIPS   FOR   LARGER   COUNTIES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  additional 
scholarships  in  counties  having  a  population  of  50,000 
or  more.  These  scholarships  are  awarded  to  the  can- 
didates in  the  order  of  their  rank  in  the  examination. 
Awards  are  limited  to  high  school  graduates  who  have 
had  no  college  work. 

These  scholarships  are  subject  to  all  the  regulations 
in  this  circular.  They  are  four-year  scholarships  but 
may  be  suspended  or  cancelled  if  the  holder  is  placed 
on  probation  or  dropped  from  the  University. 

They  exempt  the  holder  from  the  payment  of  tui- 
tion fees  in  any  department  of  the  University.  If  used 
in  one  of  the  Chicago  Professional  Colleges,  the  schol- 
arships exempt  the  holders  from  the  tuition  fee  in  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  similar  fee  charged  in  the 
undergraduate  division  on  the  Urbana  campus. 

The  number  of  County  Scholarships  available  in 
these  larger  counties  is  shown  below.  The  one  scholar- 
ship for  each  county  authorized  in  the  statute  is  in- 
cluded in  the  number  indicated.

SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  FEBRUARY  HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADUATES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  in  January,  1953,  authorized 
scholarships  for  applicants  whose  rank  in  the  competi- 
tive examination  would  make  them  eligible  to  receive 
a  scholarship,  i.e.,  rank  highest  in  counties  with  only 


one  county  scholarship,  and  rank  high  enough  in  a 
larger  county  to  qualify  for  one  of  the  additional  schol- 
arships authorized,*  but  who  can  not  register  in  the 
University  in  the  September  following  the  examination 
as  provided  in  Rule  7  (page  10),  solely  because  they 
will  not  graduate  from  high  school  until  January  or 
February  next  following  the  March  examination.  Such 
students  are  awarded  scholarships  in  the  University  of 
Illinois  provided  they  register  for  the  semester  begin- 
ning in  February  next  following  their  graduation.  Fail- 
ure to  register  at  such  time  voids  the  scholarship. 

These  scholarships  are  subject  to  all  regulations 
appearing  in  this  circular.  They  are  available  to  the 
holder  for  four  years  but  can  be  suspended  if  the 
holder  is  placed  on  probation  or  cancelled  if  he  is 
dropped  from  the  University. 

These  scholarships  exempt  the  holder  from  the 
payment  of  the  tuition  fee,  as  charged  in  the  Urbana 
departments  that  admit  direct  from  high  school  (i.e., 
Liberal  Arts,  Commerce,  Engineering,  Agriculture, 
etc.). 

ELIGIBILITY  FOR   SCHOLARSHIPS 

For  each  of  the  scholarships  described  in  this  cir- 
cular the  candidate  must  satisfy  all  the  requirements 
prescribed  in  the  statutes  and  in  the  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  governing  these  scholarships.  In  all 
cases  the  candidate  must  be  a  resident  of  Illinois  and 
of  the  county  where  he  writes  the  examination. 

County  Scholarships 

These  scholarships  can  not  be  awarded  to  anyone 
who  has  had  college-level  work  after  graduation  from 
high  school. 

Scholarships  in  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics 

These  scholarships  may  be  awarded  to  qualified 
candidates  who  have  completed  high  school  or  to 
candidates  who  have  had  college  work  in  some  insti- 
tution other  than  the  University  of  Illinois.  High 
school  graduates  must  rank  in  the  upper  50  per  cent 
of   their  graduating  class,   and   college   students   must 

*  Scholarships  are  available  to  February  graduates 
only  when  they  rank  high  enough  to  qualify  for  a  schol- 
arship when  the  original  awards  are  made.  February 
graduates  who  rank  too  low  to  receive  an  award  in  this 
way  can  not  qualify  for  a  scholarship  made  vacant  by 
resignation  of  another  candidate. 


have  averages  fifteen  points  above  passing  in  their 
college  work  to  qualify  for  the  Agriculture  or  Home 
Economics  Scholarships. 

Scholarships  for  Children  of  War  Veterans 

These  scholarships  may  be  awarded  to  qualified 
candidates  who  have  completed  high  school  or  to 
candidates  who  have  had  college  work  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  or  elsewhere.  No  minimum  average  in 
high  school  or  college  work  is  prescribed  for  these 
scholarships. 

Children  of  veterans  who  served  during  any  of  the 
periods  described  in  Chapter  144,  Section  30,  of  the 
Act,  who  wish  to  apply  for  these  scholarships  should 
proceed  as  follows: 

1.  Write  the  competitive  examination  held  on  the 
last  Saturday  in  March  under  the  supervision  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in 
which  the  candidate  resides.  The  county  superinten- 
dent should  be  notified  in  advance  by  the  candidate  of 
his  intention  to  write.  (The  examination  is  the  same 
as  that  for  the  County  Scholarship.) 

2.  Among  those  seeking  the  scholarship  as  children 
of  veterans,  the  scholarship  is  awarded  to  the  candidate 
who  attains  the  highest  grade  in  the  examination  ex- 
cept that  preference  is  given  to  a  child  of  a  veteran 
who  is  deceased  or  disabled. 

3.  Candidates  for  these  scholarships  should  send 
to  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  University 
of  Illinois,  Urbana,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  com- 
petitive examination,  evidence  of  the  father's  military 
service  in  the  form  of  honorable  discharge  papers  or  a 
photostat  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  and  an  affidavit 
signed  by  the  father  or  mother  to  establish  proof  that 
the  candidate  is  a  child  of  the  veteran.  If  the  veteran 
is  deceased  or  disabled  the  fact  should  be  stated  in 
the  affidavit. 

SCHOLARSHIP   EXAMINATION   REGULATIONS 

The  Board  of  Trustees  on  recommendation  of  the 
President  of  the  University  has  established  the  follow- 
ing rules  to  govern  the  scholarship  examination: 

1.  The  examination  is  of  the  objective  type  and  is 
designed  to  measure  abilities  which  predict  success  in 
the  University.  It  is  based  on  knowledge  and  skill 
normally  acquired  before  completion  of  secondary 
education. 


2.  The  examination  will  be  held  in  each  county  in 
the  state  on  the  last  Saturday  in  March  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
He  will  announce  the  date,  hour,  and  place  for  the 
examination.  The  examination  will  require  about  three 
hours. 

3.  A  candidate  must,  in  all  cases,  attend  the  exam- 
ination in  the  county  in  which  he  actually  resides,  and 
shall  let  his  county  superintendent  know  beforehand 
that  he  will  take  the  examination.  In  no  case  can  any 
change  of  place  or  date  be  permitted. 

4.  The  county  superintendent  shall,  immediately 
upon  the  close  of  the  examination,  forward  to  the 
University  of  Illinois,  Urbana,  Illinois,  all  application 
blanks  and  examination  papers  handed  in  by  each  can- 
didate and  any  remaining  examination  questions  and 
supplies. 

5.  In  accordance  with  the  statute,  the  examination 
papers  are  graded  by  the  University.  The  Univer- 
sity announces  the  scholarship  awards  and  notifies  each 
candidate  of  his  standing  in  the  examination.  No 
person  can  receive  any  of  the  scholarships  described 
in  this  circular  who  does  not  pass  the  examination  as 
outlined  in  this  circular  with  an  average  of  at  least  70 
per  cent.  Even  if  there  is  but  one  candidate,  so  that 
there  is  no  competition,  he  must  comply  with  all 
requirements. 

6.  Passing  the  scholarship  examination  does  not, 
however,  insure  admission  to  the  University.  The 
candidate  must  also  satisfy  in  full  the  entrance  re- 
quirements as  stated  in  the  University  catalog;  that  is, 
he  must  present  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  an 
accredited  high  school,  covering  the  completion  of 
fifteen  acceptable  units  of  entrance  credit,  including 
prescribed  subjects,  so  as  to  be  able  to  enter  without 
"conditions";  or,  in  lieu  of  such  certificate  of  gradua- 
tion, must  pass  entrance  examinations  as  required  by 
the  University  regulations.  Passing  a  subject  in  the 
scholarship  examination  does  not  give  University  en- 
trance credit  in  that  subject. 

7.  In  case  a  candidate  who  stands  highest  in  the 
examination  in  his  county  fails  to  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  the  University  for  admission  to  the  freshman 
class,  or  fails  to  enter  the  University  regularly  in 
September  thereafter,  he  forfeits  his  claim  to  a  schol- 
arship, and  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  as  provided  in 
Section  30  —  8  of  the  statute. 

8.  In  making  appointments  to  vacancies  under 
Section  30  —  8  of  the  statute,  the  President  appoints 
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no  one  who  did  not  attain  in  the  examination  an  aver- 
age standing  of  70  per  cent. 

VALUE  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 

All  scholarships  described  in  this  circular  exempt 
the  holder  from  tuition  fees  for  a  period  of  four  years. 
Scholarships  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
(Agriculture,  Home  Economics,  Additional  County, 
February  Graduates)  are  suspended  if  the  holder  is 
placed  on  probation  or  cancelled  if  the  holder  is 
dropped  from  the  University  for  any  cause.  The  Agri- 
culture and  Home  Economics  Scholarships  may  be 
used  only  in  the  courses  indicated  by  their  titles.  All 
other  scholarships  may  be  used  in  any  course  in  the 
University. 

FORFEITURE  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 

Registration 

A  candidate  who  is  awarded  a  scholarship  must 
qualify  for  admission  to  the  University  as  a  regular 
student  and  register  not  later  than  the  fall  term  follow- 
ing the  competitive  examination.  Failure  to  qualify  for 
admission  or  failure  to  register  in  the  fall  semester 
forfeits  the  scholarship. 

Change  in  Legal  Residence 

The  scholarships  listed  in  this  circular  are  awarded 
only  to  students  whose  legal  residence  is  in  the  state  of 
Illinois.  If  the  legal  residence  of  the  holder  of  a  schol- 
arship is  changed  from  Illinois  to  some  other  state,  his 
scholarship  is  thereby  forfeited. 


EXTENSION  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  Act  establishing  County  Scholarships  provides 
that  a  scholarship  may  be  extended  under  certain  con- 
ditions if  an  application  for  leave  of  absence  is  made 
to  the  President  of  the  University,  or  someone  desig- 
nated by  him,  before  the  holder  leaves  the  University. 
(See  Section  30 — 14  on  page  6  of  this  circular.)  It 
does  not  provide  for  an  extension  on  application  after 
the  holder  has  left  or  is  seeking  to  return  to  the  Uni- 
versity. Written  applications  for  extension  should  be 
made  in  advance  to  the  Director  of  the  Undergraduate 
Scholarship  Program,  University  of  Illinois. 

The  term  of  any  scholarship  is  extended  under  the 
provision  of  Section  30 —  14  of  the  statute  only  if  the 
holder  has  been  in  attendance  at  the  University  for  at 
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least  the  first  year  after  he  was  awarded  the  scholar- 
ship, and  if  his  average  grade  during  the  period  of  his 
attendance  has  been  at  least  "C,"  exclusive  of  grades 
in  military  science  and  physical  education. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  FOR  MILITARY  SERVICE 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  January  24, 
1942,  and  as  provided  under  Section  30 — 14  of  the 
statute  (see  page  6  of  this  circular),  a  scholarship  may 
be  extended  to  cover  the  period  of  absence  of  the 
holder  in  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States.

If  no  return  is  made  from  a  county 
or  no  applicant  from  a  county  establishes  an  average 
grade  of  at  least  70  per  cent  in  the  examination,  the 
president  of  the  University  may  assign  to  that  county 
from  some  other  county  the  student  found  to  possess  the 
next  highest  qualifications  and  to  have  averaged  at  least 
70  per  cent  in  the  examination. 

(Chapter  122,  Section  30  —  9-12.  Provide  for  the 
establishment  of  additional  scholarships,  to  be  assigned, 
upon  the  nomination  of  members  of  the  General 
Assembly. ) 

Chapter  122,  Section  30—13.  Any  University  of 
Illinois  scholarship  issued  under  this  Article  shall  ex- 
empt the  holder  from  the  payment  of  tuition,  or  any 
matriculation,  term  or  incidental  fee.  The  holder  shall, 
however,  be  subject  to  all  examinations,  rules  and  re- 


quirements  of  the  school  authorities  except  as  herein 
directed.  This  Article  does  not  prohibit  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois  from  granting 
other  scholarships. 

Chapter  122,  Section  30 — 14.  Any  student  en- 
rolled in  a  university  to  which  he  is  holding  a  scholar- 
ship issued  under  this  Article  who  satisfies  the  president 
of  the  university  or  someone  designated  by  him,  that  he 
requires  leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose  of  earning 
funds  to  defray  his  expenses  while  in  attendance  or  on 
account  of  illness  or  military  service  may  be  granted 
such  leave  and  allowed  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  6 
years  in  which  to  complete  his  course  at  the  university. 
The  university  shall  notify  the  county  superintendent  of 
the  county  from  which  the  scholarship  was  issued  of 
the  granting  of  the  leave.  Time  spent  in  the  armed 
forces  shall  not  be  part  of  the  6  years. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  CHILDREN  OF  WAR  VETERANS 

An  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  provides  as  follows: 

Numbers  indicate  chapter,  section,  and  paragraphs 
of  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes  —  1961. 

Chapter  144,  Section  30.  Each  county  shall  be 
entitled,  annually,  to  one  honorary  scholarship  in  the 
University,  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  persons 
who  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
during  the  Civil  War,  World  War  I,  or  any  time  be- 
tween September  16,  1940,  and  the  termination  of 
World  War  II,  or  any  time  during  the  national  emer- 
gency between  June  25,  1950,  and  January  31,  1955, 
preference  being  given  to  the  children  of  such  persons 
as  are  deceased  or  disabled.  The  board  of  trustees 
may,  from  time  to  time,  add  to  the  number  of  honorary 
scholarships  when  in  their  judgment,  such  additions 
will  not  embarrass  the  finances  of  the  University;  nor 
need  these  additions  be  confined  to  the  descendants  of 
soldiers  and  seamen.  Such  scholarships  shall  be  granted 
to  such  pupils  as  shall,  upon  public  examination,  con- 
ducted as  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  University  may 
determine,  be  decided  to  have  attained  the  greatest  pro- 
ficiency in  the  branches  of  learning  usually  taught  in 
the  secondary  schools,  and  who  shall  be  of  good  moral 
character,  and  not  less  than  15  years  of  age.  Such 
pupils,  so  selected,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  without 
charge  for  tuition,  instruction  in  any  or  all  departments 
of  the  University  for  a  term  of  at  least  4  consecutive 
years.   Such  pupils  shall  conform,  in  all  respects,  to  the 


rules  and  regulations  of  the  University,  established  for 
the  government  of  the  pupils  in  attendance. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  IN  AGRICULTURE  AND  HOME  ECONOMICS 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  established  one  scholar- 
ship in  Agriculture  and  one  scholarship  in  Home 
Economics  for  each  county  in  the  state.  The  scholar- 
ships are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  the  competitive  ex- 
amination described  in  this  circular.  Each  scholarship 
exempts  the  holder  from  the  payment  of  the  tuition 
fee  in  the  course  indicated  in  the  title  of  the  scholar- 
ship for  a  period  of  four  years,  subject  to  a  satisfactory 
record  by  the  holder.  Further  information  about  these 
scholarships  is  given  in  a  separate  circular. 

ADDITIONAL  SCHOLARSHIPS   FOR   LARGER   COUNTIES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  additional 
scholarships  in  counties  having  a  population  of  50,000 
or  more.  These  scholarships  are  awarded  to  the  can- 
didates in  the  order  of  their  rank  in  the  examination. 
Awards  are  limited  to  high  school  graduates  who  have 
had  no  college  work. 

These  scholarships  are  subject  to  all  the  regulations 
in  this  circular.  They  are  four-year  scholarships  but 
may  be  suspended  or  cancelled  if  the  holder  is  placed 
on  probation  or  dropped  from  the  University. 

They  exempt  the  holder  from  the  payment  of  tui- 
tion fees  in  any  department  of  the  University.  If  used 
in  one  of  the  Chicago  Professional  Colleges,  the  schol- 
arships exempt  the  holders  from  the  tuition  fee  in  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  similar  fee  charged  in  the 
undergraduate  division  on  the  Urbana  campus. 

The  number  of  County  Scholarships  available  in 
these  larger  counties  is  shown  below.  The  one  scholar- 
ship for  each  county  authorized  in  the  statute  is  in- 
cluded in  the  number  indicated.

SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  FEBRUARY  HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADUATES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  in  January,  1953,  authorized 
scholarships  for  applicants  whose  rank  in  the  competi- 
tive examination  would  make  them  eligible  to  receive 
a  scholarship,  i.e.,  rank  highest  in  counties  with  only 


one  county  scholarship,  and  rank  high  enough  in  a 
larger  county  to  qualify  for  one  of  the  additional  schol- 
arships authorized,*  but  who  can  not  register  in  the 
University  in  the  September  following  the  examination 
as  provided  in  Rule  7  (page  10),  solely  because  they 
will  not  graduate  from  high  school  until  January  or 
February  next  following  the  March  examination.  Such 
students  are  awarded  scholarships  in  the  University  of 
Illinois  provided  they  register  for  the  semester  begin- 
ning in  February  next  following  their  graduation.  Fail- 
ure to  register  at  such  time  voids  the  scholarship. 

These  scholarships  are  subject  to  all  regulations 
appearing  in  this  circular.  They  are  available  to  the 
holder  for  four  years  but  can  be  suspended  if  the 
holder  is  placed  on  probation  or  cancelled  if  he  is 
dropped  from  the  University. 

These  scholarships  exempt  the  holder  from  the 
payment  of  the  tuition  fee,  as  charged  in  the  Urbana 
departments  that  admit  direct  from  high  school  (i.e., 
Liberal  Arts,  Commerce,  Engineering,  Agriculture, 
etc.). 

ELIGIBILITY  FOR  SCHOLARSHIPS 

For  each  of  the  scholarships  described  in  this  cir- 
cular the  candidate  must  satisfy  all  the  requirements 
prescribed  in  the  statutes  and  in  the  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  governing  these  scholarships.  In  all 
cases  the  candidate  must  be  a  resident  of  Illinois  and 
of  the  county  where  he  writes  the  examination. 

County  Scholarships 

These  scholarships  can  not  be  awarded  to  anyone 
who  has  had  college-level  work  after  graduation  from 
high  school. 

Scholarships  in  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics 

These  scholarships  may  be  awarded  to  qualified 
candidates  who  have  completed  high  school  or  to 
candidates  who  have  had  college  work  in  some  insti- 
tution other  than  the  University  of  Illinois.  High 
school  graduates  must  rank  in  the  upper  50  per  cent 
of   their  graduating   class,   and   college   students   must 

*  Scholarships  are  available  to  February  graduates 
only  when  they  rank  high  enough  to  qualify  for  a  schol- 
arship when  the  original  awards  are  made.  February 
graduates  who  rank  too  low  to  receive  an  award  in  this 
way  can  not  qualify  for  a  scholarship  made  vacant  by 
resignation  of  another  candidate. 


have  averages  fifteen  points  above  passing  in  their 
college  work  to  qualify  for  the  Agriculture  or  Home 
Economics  Scholarships. 

Scholarships  for  Children  of  War  Veterans 

These  scholarships  may  be  awarded  to  qualified 
candidates  who  have  completed  high  school  or  to 
candidates  who  have  had  college  work  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  or  elsewhere.  No  minimum  average  in 
high  school  or  college  work  is  prescribed  for  these 
scholarships. 

Children  of  veterans  who  served  during  any  of  the 
periods  described  in  Chapter  144,  Section  30,  of  the 
Act,  who  wish  to  apply  for  these  scholarships  should 
proceed  as  follows: 

1.  Write  the  competitive  examination  held  on  the 
last  Saturday  in  March  under  the  supervision  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in 
which  the  candidate  resides.  The  county  superinten- 
dent should  be  notified  in  advance  by  the  candidate  of 
his  intention  to  write.  (The  examination  is  the  same 
as  that  for  the  County  Scholarship.) 

2.  Among  those  seeking  the  scholarship  as  children 
of  veterans,  the  scholarship  is  awarded  to  the  candidate 
who  attains  the  highest  grade  in  the  examination  ex- 
cept that  preference  is  given  to  a  child  of  a  veteran 
who  is  deceased  or  disabled. 

3.  Candidates  for  these  scholarships  should  send 
to  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  University 
of  Illinois,  Urbana,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  com- 
petitive examination,  evidence  of  the  father's  military 
service  in  the  form  of  honorable  discharge  papers  or  a 
photostat  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  and  an  affidavit 
signed  by  the  father  or  mother  to  establish  proof  that 
the  candidate  is  a  child  of  the  veteran.  If  the  veteran 
is  deceased  or  disabled  the  fact  should  be  stated  in 
the  affidavit. 

SCHOLARSHIP   EXAMINATION   REGULATIONS 

The  Board  of  Trustees  on  recommendation  of  the 
President  of  the  University  has  established  the  follow- 
ing rules  to  govern  the  scholarship  examination: 

1.  The  examination  is  of  the  objective  type  and  is 
designed  to  measure  abilities  which  predict  success  in 
the  University.  It  is  based  on  knowledge  and  skill 
normally  acquired  before  completion  of  secondary 
education. 


2.  The  examination  will  be  held  in  each  county  in 
the  state  on  the  last  Saturday  in  March  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
He  will  announce  the  date,  hour,  and  place  for  the 
examination.  The  examination  will  require  about  three 
hours. 

3.  A  candidate  must,  in  all  cases,  attend  the  exam- 
ination in  the  county  in  which  he  actually  resides,  and 
shall  let  his  county  superintendent  know  beforehand 
that  he  will  take  the  examination.  In  no  case  can  any 
change  of  place  or  date  be  permitted. 

4.  The  county  superintendent  shall,  immediately 
upon  the  close  of  the  examination,  forward  to  the 
University  of  Illinois,  Urbana,  Illinois,  all  application 
blanks  and  examination  papers  handed  in  by  each  can- 
didate and  any  remaining  examination  questions  and 
supplies. 

5.  In  accordance  with  the  statute,  the  examination 
papers  are  graded  by  the  University.  The  Univer- 
sity announces  the  scholarship  awards  and  notifies  each 
candidate  of  his  standing  in  the  examination.  No 
person  can  receive  any  of  the  scholarships  described 
in  this  circular  who  does  not  pass  the  examination  as 
outlined  in  this  circular  with  an  average  of  at  least  70 
per  cent.  Even  if  there  is  but  one  candidate,  so  that 
there  is  no  competition,  he  must  comply  with  all 
requirements. 

6.  Passing  the  scholarship  examination  does  not, 
however,  insure  admission  to  the  University.  The 
candidate  must  also  satisfy  in  full  the  entrance  re- 
quirements as  stated  in  the  University  catalog;  that  is, 
he  must  present  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  an 
accredited  high  school,  covering  the  completion  of 
fifteen  acceptable  units  of  entrance  credit,  including 
prescribed  subjects,  so  as  to  be  able  to  enter  without 
"conditions";  or,  in  lieu  of  such  certificate  of  gradua- 
tion, must  pass  entrance  examinations  as  required  by 
the  University  regulations.  Passing  a  subject  in  the 
scholarship  examination  does  not  give  University  en- 
trance credit  in  that  subject. 

7.  In  case  a  candidate  who  stands  highest  in  the 
examination  in  his  county  fails  to  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  the  University  for  admission  to  the  freshman 
class,  or  fails  to  enter  the  University  regularly  in 
September  thereafter,  he  forfeits  his  claim  to  a  schol- 
arship, and  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  as  provided  in 
Section  30  —  8  of  the  statute. 

8.  In  making  appointments  to  vacancies  under 
Section  30  —  8  of  the  statute,  the  President  appoints 
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no  one  who  did  not  attain  in  the  examination  an  aver- 
age standing  of  70  per  cent. 

VALUE  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 

All  scholarships  described  in  this  circular  exempt 
the  holder  from  tuition  fees  for  a  period  of  four  years. 
Scholarships  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
(Agriculture,  Home  Economics,  Additional  County, 
February  Graduates)  are  suspended  if  the  holder  is 
placed  on  probation  or  cancelled  if  the  holder  is 
dropped  from  the  University  for  any  cause.  The  Agri- 
culture and  Home  Economics  Scholarships  may  be 
used  only  in  the  courses  indicated  by  their  titles.  All 
other  scholarships  may  be  used  in  any  course  in  the 
University. 

FORFEITURE  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 

Registration 

A  candidate  who  is  awarded  a  scholarship  must 
qualify  for  admission  to  the  University  as  a  regular 
student  and  register  not  later  than  the  fall  term  follow- 
ing the  competitive  examination.  Failure  to  qualify  for 
admission  or  failure  to  register  in  the  fall  semester 
forfeits  the  scholarship. 

Change  in  Legal  Residence 

The  scholarships  listed  in  this  circular  are  awarded 
only  to  students  whose  legal  residence  is  in  the  state  of 
Illinois.  If  the  legal  residence  of  the  holder  of  a  schol- 
arship is  changed  from  Illinois  to  some  other  state,  his 
scholarship  is  thereby  forfeited. 


EXTENSION  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  Act  establishing  County  Scholarships  provides 
that  a  scholarship  may  be  extended  under  certain  con- 
ditions if  an  application  for  leave  of  absence  is  made 
to  the  President  of  the  University,  or  someone  desig- 
nated by  him,  before  the  holder  leaves  the  University. 
(See  Section  30 — 14  on  page  6  of  this  circular.)  It 
does  not  provide  for  an  extension  on  application  after 
the  holder  has  left  or  is  seeking  to  return  to  the  Uni- 
versity. Written  applications  for  extension  should  be 
made  in  advance  to  the  Director  of  the  Undergraduate 
Scholarship  Program,  University  of  Illinois. 

The  term  of  any  scholarship  is  extended  under  the 
provision  of  Section  30  —  14  of  the  statute  only  if  the 
holder  has  been  in  attendance  at  the  University  for  at 
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least  the  first  year  after  he  was  awarded  the  scholar- 
ship, and  if  his  average  grade  during  the  period  of  his 
attendance  has  been  at  least  "C,"  exclusive  of  grades 
in  military  science  and  physical  education. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  FOR  MILITARY  SERVICE 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  January  24, 
1942,  and  as  provided  under  Section  30 — 14  of  the 
statute  (see  page  6  of  this  circular),  a  scholarship  may 
be  extended  to  cover  the  period  of  absence  of  the 
holder  in  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States.

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  established  one  scholar- 
ship in  Agriculture  and  one  scholarship  in  Home 
Economics  for  each  county  in  the  state.  The  scholar- 
ships are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  the  competitive  ex- 
amination described  in  this  circular.  Each  scholarship 
exempts  the  holder  from  the  payment  of  the  tuition 
fee  in  the  course  indicated  in  the  title  of  the  scholar- 
ship for  a  period  of  four  years,  subject  to  a  satisfactory 
record  by  the  holder.  Further  information  about  these 
scholarships  is  given  in  a  separate  circular. 

ADDITIONAL  SCHOLARSHIPS   FOR   LARGER  COUNTIES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  additional 
scholarships  in  counties  having  a  population  of  50,000 
or  more.  These  scholarships  are  awarded  to  the  can- 
didates in  the  order  of  their  rank  in  the  examination. 
Awards  are  limited  to  high  school  graduates  who  have 
had  no  college  work. 

These  scholarships  are  subject  to  all  the  regulations 
in  this  circular.  They  are  four-year  scholarships  but 
may  be  suspended  or  cancelled  if  the  holder  is  placed 
on  probation  or  dropped  from  the  University. 

They  exempt  the  holder  from  the  payment  of  tui- 
tion fees  in  any  department  of  the  University.  If  used 
at  the  University  of  Illinois  at  the  Medical  Center, 
Chicago,  the  scholarships  exempt  the  holders  from  the 
tuition  fee  in  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  similar  fee 
charged  in  the  undergraduate  division  on  the  Urbana 
campus. 

The  number  of  County  Scholarships  available  in 
these  larger  counties  is  shown  below.  The  one  scholar- 
ship for  each  county  authorized  in  the  statute  is  in- 
cluded in  the  number  indicated.

SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  FEBRUARY  HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADUATES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  in  January,  1953,  authorized 
scholarships  for  applicants  whose  rank  in  the  competi- 
tive examination  would  make  them  eligible  to  receive 
a  scholarship,  i.e.,  rank  highest  in  counties  with  only 


one  county  scholarship,  and  rank  high  enough  in  a 
larger  county  to  qualify  for  one  of  the  additional  schol- 
arships authorized,*  but  who  can  not  register  in  the 
University  in  the  September  following  the  examination 
as  provided  in  Rule  7  (page  10),  solely  because  they 
will  not  graduate  from  high  school  until  January  or 
February  next  following  the  March  examination.  Such 
students  are  awarded  scholarships  in  the  University  of 
Illinois  provided  they  register  for  the  semester  begin- 
ning in  February  next  following  their  graduation.  Fail- 
ure to  register  at  such  time  voids  the  scholarship. 

These  scholarships  are  subject  to  all  regulations 
appearing  in  this  circular.  They  are  available  to  the 
holder  for  four  years  but  can  be  suspended  if  the 
holder  is  placed  on  probation  or  cancelled  if  he  is 
dropped  from  the  University. 

These  scholarships  exempt  the  holder  from  the 
payment  of  the  tuition  fee,  as  charged  in  the  Urbana 
departments  that  admit  direct  from  high  school  (i.e., 
Liberal  Arts,  Commerce,  Engineering,  Agriculture, 
etc.). 

ELIGIBILITY  FOR  SCHOLARSHIPS 

For  each  of  the  scholarships  described  in  this  cir- 
cular the  candidate  must  satisfy  all  the  requirements 
prescribed  in  the  statutes  and  in  the  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  governing  these  scholarships.  In  all 
cases  the  candidate  must  be  a  resident  of  Illinois  and 
of  the  county  where  he  writes  the  examination. 

County  Scholarships 

These  scholarships  can  not  be  awarded  to  anyone 
who  has  had  college-level  work  after  graduation  from 
high  school. 

Scholarships  in  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics 

These  scholarships  may  be  awarded  to  qualified 
candidates  who  have  completed  high  school  or  to 
candidates  who  have  had  college  work  in  some  insti- 
tution other  than  the  University  of  Illinois.  High 
school  graduates  must  rank  in  the  upper  50  per  cent 
of  their  graduating  class,   and   college  students  must 

*  Scholarships  are  available  to  February  graduates 
only  when  they  rank  high  enough  to  qualify  for  a  schol- 
arship when  the  original  awards  are  made.  February 
graduates  who  rank  too  low  to  receive  an  award  in  this 
way  can  not  qualify  for  a  scholarship  made  vacant  by 
resignation  of  another  candidate. 


have  averages  fifteen  points  above  passing  in  their 
college  work  to  qualify  for  the  Agriculture  or  Home 
Economics  Scholarships. 

Scholarships  for  Children  of  War  Veterans 

These  scholarships  may  be  awarded  to  qualified 
candidates  who  have  completed  high  school  or  to 
candidates  who  have  had  college  work  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  or  elsewhere.  No  minimum  average  in 
high  school  or  college  work  is  prescribed  for  these 
scholarships. 

Children  of  veterans  who  served  during  any  of  the 
periods  described  in  Chapter  144,  Section  30,  of  the 
Act,  who  wish  to  apply  for  these  scholarships  should 
proceed  as  follows: 

1.  Write  the  competitive  examination  held  on  the 
last  Saturday  in  March  under  the  supervision  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in 
which  the  candidate  resides.  The  county  superinten- 
dent should  be  notified  in  advance  by  the  candidate  of 
his  intention  to  write.  (The  examination  is  the  same 
as  that  for  the  County  Scholarship.) 

2.  Among  those  seeking  the  scholarship  as  children 
of  veterans,  the  scholarship  is  awarded  to  the  candidate 
who  attains  the  highest  grade  in  the  examination  ex- 
cept that  preference  is  given  to  a  child  of  a  veteran 
who  is  deceased  or  disabled. 

3.  Candidates  for  these  scholarships  should  send 
to  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  University 
of  Illinois,  Urbana,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  com- 
petitive examination,  evidence  of  the  father's  military 
service  in  the  form  of  honorable  discharge  papers  or  a 
photostat  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  and  an  affidavit 
signed  by  the  father  or  mother  to  establish  proof  that 
the  candidate  is  a  child  of  the  veteran.  If  the  veteran 
is  deceased  or  disabled  the  fact  should  be  stated  in 
the  affidavit. 

SCHOLARSHIP  EXAMINATION   REGULATIONS 

The  Board  of  Trustees  on  recommendation  of  the 
President  of  the  University  has  established  the  follow- 
ing rules  to  govern  the  scholarship  examination: 

1.  The  examination  is  of  the  objective  type  and  is 
designed  to  measure  abilities  which  predict  success  in 
the  University.  It  is  based  on  knowledge  and  skill 
normally  acquired  before  completion  of  secondary 
education. 


2.  The  examination  will  be  held  in  each  county  in 
the  state  on  the  last  Saturday  in  March  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
He  will  announce  the  date,  hour,  and  place  for  the 
examination.  The  examination  will  require  about  three 
hours. 

3.  A  candidate  must,  in  all  cases,  attend  the  exam- 
ination in  the  county  in  which  he  actually  resides,  and 
shall  let  his  county  superintendent  know  beforehand 
that  he  will  take  the  examination.  In  no  case  can  any 
change  of  place  or  date  be  permitted. 

4.  The  county  superintendent  shall,  immediately 
upon  the  close  of  the  examination,  forward  to  the 
University  of  Illinois,  Urbana,  Illinois,  all  application 
blanks  and  examination  papers  handed  in  by  each  can- 
didate and  any  remaining  examination  questions  and 
supplies. 

5.  In  accordance  with  the  statute,  the  examination 
papers  are  graded  by  the  University.  The  Univer- 
sity announces  the  scholarship  awards  and  notifies  each 
candidate  of  his  standing  in  the  examination.  No 
person  can  receive  any  of  the  scholarships  described 
in  this  circular  who  does  not  pass  the  examination  as 
outlined  in  this  circular  with  an  average  of  at  least  70 
per  cent.  Even  if  there  is  but  one  candidate,  so  that 
there  is  no  competition,  he  must  comply  with  all 
requirements. 

6.  Passing  the  scholarship  examination  does  not, 
however,  insure  admission  to  the  University.  The 
candidate  must  also  satisfy  in  full  the  entrance  re- 
quirements as  stated  in  the  University  catalog;  that  is, 
he  must  present  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  an 
accredited  high  school,  covering  the  completion  of 
fifteen  acceptable  units  of  entrance  credit,  including 
prescribed  subjects,  so  as  to  be  able  to  enter  without 
"conditions";  or,  in  lieu  of  such  certificate  of  gradua- 
tion, must  pass  entrance  examinations  as  required  by 
the  University  regulations.  Passing  a  subject  in  the 
scholarship  examination  does  not  give  University  en- 
trance credit  in  that  subject. 

7.  In  case  a  candidate  who  stands  highest  in  the 
examination  in  his  county  fails  to  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  the  University  for  admission  to  the  freshman 
class,  or  fails  to  enter  the  University  regularly  in 
September  thereafter,  he  forfeits  his  claim  to  a  schol- 
arship, and  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  as  provided  in 
Section  30  —  8  of  the  statute. 

8.  In  making  appointments  to  vacancies  under 
Section  30  —  8  of  the  statute,  the  President  appoints 
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no  one  who  did  not  attain  in  the  examination  an  aver- 
age standing  of  70  per  cent. 

VALUE  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 

All  scholarships  described  in  this  circular  exempt 
the  holder  from  tuition  fees  for  a  period  of  four  years. 
Scholarships  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
(Agriculture,  Home  Economics,  Additional  County, 
February  Graduates)  are  suspended  if  the  holder  is 
placed  on  probation  or  cancelled  if  the  holder  is 
dropped  from  the  University  for  any  cause.  The  Agri- 
culture and  Home  Economics  Scholarships  may  be 
used  only  in  the  courses  indicated  by  their  titles.  All 
other  scholarships  may  be  used  in  any  course  in  the 
University. 

FORFEITURE  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 
Registration 

A  candidate  who  is  awarded  a  scholarship  must 
qualify  for  admission  to  the  University  as  a  regular 
student  and  register  not  later  than  the  fall  term  follow- 
ing the  competitive  examination.  Failure  to  qualify  for 
admission  or  failure  to  register  in  the  fall  semester 
forfeits  the  scholarship. 

Change  in  Legal  Residence 

The  scholarships  listed  in  this  circular  are  awarded 
only  to  students  whose  legal  residence  is  in  the  state  of 
Illinois.  If  the  legal  residence  of  the  holder  of  a  schol- 
arship is  changed  from  Illinois  to  some  other  state,  his 
scholarship  is  thereby  forfeited. 


EXTENSION  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  Act  establishing  County  Scholarships  provides 
that  a  scholarship  may  be  extended  under  certain  con- 
ditions if  an  application  for  leave  of  absence  is  made 
to  the  President  of  the  University,  or  someone  desig- 
nated by  him,  before  the  holder  leaves  the  University. 
(See  Section  30 — 14  on  page  6  of  this  circular.)  It 
does  not  provide  for  an  extension  on  application  after 
the  holder  has  left  or  is  seeking  to  return  to  the  Uni- 
versity. Written  applications  for  extension  should  be 
made  in  advance  to  the  Director  of  the  Undergraduate 
Scholarship  Program,  University  of  Illinois. 

The  term  of  any  scholarship  is  extended  under  the 
provision  of  Section  30  —  14  of  the  statute  only  if  the 
holder  has  been  in  attendance  at  the  University  for  at 
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least  the  first  year  after  he  was  awarded  the  scholar- 
ship, and  if  his  average  grade  during  the  period  of  his 
attendance  has  been  at  least  "C,"  exclusive  of  grades 
in  military  science  and  physical  education, 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  FOR  MILITARY  SERVICE 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  January  24, 
1942,  and  as  provided  under  Section  30 — 14  of  the 
statute  (see  page  6  of  this  circular),  a  scholarship  may 
be  extended  to  cover  the  period  of  absence  of  the 
holder  in  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States.
